"Autumn  Action”  with  Eddie  Freedman  and  Bennett 
Zarren  as  disc  jockeys. 

In  November  our  smash-hit  Senior  Play  was  pre- 
sented. "Time  Out  For  Ginger”  was  the  story  of 
a father’s  wish  for  his  younger  daughter  to  be  a 
"lady”  like  her  older  sisters.  But  she  proved  to  be 
the  star  player  of  the  high  school  football  team. 
The  cast  of  this  hit  play  did  a wonderful  job. 

The  annual  Belmontian  Formal  or  the  "Silver 
Slipper  Ball”  was  a night  to  remember.  The  beau- 
tiful decorations,  the  entertainment,  refreshments, 
and  orchestra  all  helped  to  make  it  a most  successful 
evening. 

Throughout  the  year  we  saw  our  fellow  students 
on  the  football  field,  the  track,  the  soccer  field,  the 
basketball  court,  the  hockey  ring,  the  girls’  hockey 
field,  and  on  the  baseball  and  softball  diamonds. 
Remember  the  excitement  of  the  Tech  Tourney? 
Remember  the  rallies,  especially  the  boys’  cheering 
section  helping  to  build  school  spirit  to  support  our 
many  teams? 

Climaxing  the  winter  sports  season  was  the  hilari- 
ous basketball  game  and  dance.
